As President Roosevelt entered the 
grounds a national salute of twenty 
one guns boomed out from the Hart 
ford, once the flagship of Admlra 
Farragut. 
Opposite the residence ol 
the superintendent to recalved the 
head of the nation was the marine 
batalllon and the naval academy band 
An elaborate luncheon 
given 
by 
Admiral Sands at which trere were 
about ISO guests, preceded the for 
mal exercises jjt the day. 
Early Tuesday Thorning the casket 
containing the remains of the long 
dead admiral had been removed from 
the temporary vaqlt in which It has 
fasted 
since 
being brought 
from 
France and deposited In the'new ar­ 
mory of the naval academy. 
The open casket was quite hidden 
froth view by a Union jack and upon 
It rested two crossed palms, a wreath 
of green, and the sword presented to 
the~greaf naval commander by a king 
of France.

After thanking the French nation 
for their assistance to Paul Jones and 
complimenting that country's 
navy,I 
the president spoke of the successful 
efforts of former Ambassador Porter, 
who located the Scotch-Am erican's re­ 
mains at a French cemetery. 
The 
chief executive paid a tribute to the 
departed admiral's courage, who in 
his fight against the Serapls had his 
ship badly battered, and when asked 
by his opponent, 
“Has 
your 
ship 
struck?" replied. "I have not yet be­ 
gun to fight,” and following these re­ 
m arks up by achieving a glorious vic- 
tory. 
The secretary of the navy then an­ 
nounced the French ambassador, who 
■poke briefly. 
An address by Governor Warfield 
closed th" speeohmaktng. 
The audience rose and remained 
standing while body bearers selected 
: from among the petty officers of the 
I United States and French warships, 


I lifted the casket and bore it from the

sailors and the procession 
moved 
slowly toward Bancroft hall.

weather conditions that were Ideal, at­

T h e G r e e k D ie . 
The gold or silver blank, carefully 
weighed and roughly forged, was heat­ 
ed to redness and laid by tongs on the 
die. 
The top was then adjusted and 
the impression made by mighty blows 
with a smith’s hammer. 
As no collar 
was used and all register neglected, 
the shape, but not the weight, of each 
cola varied. Parts of the device were 
often lost. Sometimes tile edge of the 
metal cracked, and very frequently the 
Impression doubled. Later on a hinged 
adjustment of the dies was used. Greek 
dies were not made of steel, but of 
hardened bronze. They soon wore and 
needed continual restoration and deep 
enlng. 
The die sculptors were there­ 
fore constautffTit work on them. Care­ 
ful examinations shows that the dies 
were mostly cut with a wheel, like 
gems, not with graving tools. This re­ 
touching of the matrices explains the 
numerous minute variations In dupli 
cates of the same coins. Very few are 
found exactly alike. 
On the other 
hand, it must not be supposed that 
these exquisite works of art are al­ 
ways inu<’li defaced. The hoarding in­ 
stinct has concealed many that had 
just left the mint and that preserve all 
their pristine exquisite sharpness. One 
of the loveliest of tile Syracusan coins 
was found ruder some lava in Sicily 
as perfect as on the day it was struck.
